The InstitJtion owns .'i(H) acres of 
land, Us of which are embraced by the 
Campus, leavi.ig 265 acres that are de- 
voted to agriculture. The produce of 
the farm last year, consisting of vege- 
tables, corn, wheat, barley, rye, clover, 
timothy and alfalfa, was estimated to 
be worth $14 600 00. Think of that farm 
J65 acres with no tobacco to its credit 
or discredit, as you please. All labor on 
the farm was performed by theitudents. 
Sixty per cent of the produce was sold; 
the remainder beiug consumed in the 
maintenance of the school The stu- 
dents canned 10,0o0 cans of tomatoes 
corn and beans. The dairy herd is com- 
posed of 38 head of registered Jersey 
cattle. During the first six months of 
this fiscal year there was produced 49;i 
gallons of milk that was sold for 40

Mrs Sarah K. I'arker. who died Mar. 
4th, 19IS, at Louisville, Ky., was born 
and reared in Breckinridge county on 
what is known as the Richard Adklsson 
farm. Her father, Winston Lowry, was 
a native of Virgini 1. Her mother, was 
Louisiana Helm, and I grand-daughter 
of Thomas Helm who tattled at 
Rlizaiiethtown, Ky., now stands, 
mother married twiir. First, John 
Roberts, the father of Louis Roberts and 
his brother, John. I'pou the death of 
Mr. Roberts she then married Winston 
Lowry. In IH56 Mr. I.owry's family 
removed to Hancock county. Her 
father was one of the largest owners of 
land in lireckiuridge and Hancock: 
counties. Mrs. I'arker, at her death, 
left quite a fortune, a part of which con- 
sisted of about lioo acres of land in 
lireckiuridge and Hancock counties. A 
large part of which iu each county lies 
on the Ohio river. By the terms of her 
will, her grand nephew, Lewis J Perk- 
ins, received her lands and four-fifths 
of her personalty. 

Her will iu one particular was the 
umsl unusual tribute of confidence in 
The Hank of Hanliusburg & Trust 
Company 111 its management that probab- 
ly has yet been made by anybody to any 
Institution. After creating certain 
trusts under her will and making the 
Hank of Hardinsburg & 'i rust Company, 
as Trustee and Fxecutor, she uses the 
following language:

Company should conclude to give up 
this business (meaning the Kxecutor- 
ship and tiusteeship under her will she) 
they are to select some honest and reli- 
ab e party to carry out what is left to 
their charge " 

Iu short, she has clothed the Trust 
Company with power to name its own 
successor ill the management of her vast 
estate, if the Trust Company should 
choose to discontinue its management 
thereof. 

Mrs. I'arker was a woman of unusual 
strong mentality, Her husband died 
many, many years ago, leaving her a 
childless widow, and during all of these 
years and until her death, she has per- 
sonally managed the leasing of her farms 
and attending to all investments of her 
money. She is the last of Winston 
Lowrv's children. Her memory of 
Breckiaridge county and its associations 
iu her voting days were cherished by 
her to the last as the most delightful of 
all memories with her. She was burled 
at Owensboro, Ky , by the side of her 
husband iu Elmwood i 
bth. 1918. 



of such privilege was unconstitutional 
and would weaken if not kill the bill.

r Journal Tells How Worker* at 
Brunswick Were Tricked Into 
Trouble, Then Sent to Pris- 
on for Long Term*. 

Amsterdam. — Details of the Oor- 
mnn military authorities' ruthless sup- 
presslon of nn attempt nt n general 
strike in all the munitions AMlMlM "f 
Germnny last August, no purticiiliirs of 
which were nl lowed out of the country 
at the time, are published In the Jour- 
nal of the German Metal Workers. 

In Ilrunswick, which Is the only dis- 
trict particularized In the guarded 
story pulfcrfshcd hy the Journal, martial 
law was immediately put Into force, 
nnd hoth male and femnlo strikers 
were sentenced to Imprisonment. "It 
will he n long time before labor In 
Brunswick recovers from the wounds 
received," says the writer of the arti- 
cle. Ills account of the strike la In 
purl ns follows : 

"The great International strike hns 
come to an end In Brunswick, nnd the 
Jnhor movement Is richer hy a very 
grievous experience. The strike was 
brought out by a few mutators, nnd 
nnd been in preparation for a long

"The most unscrupulous methods 
were used to persuade the workers to 
tnke part in the strike. Humors were 
put out to the effect that the strike 
was for the purpose of putting nn end 
to the control of food exercised by the 
authorities, nlso that it was to exert 
pressure on the employers to grant de- 
mands which had been put forward 
hy the Metal Workers' union. It was 
nlso declared that not only in Ger- 
many, but throughout the world, In 
London, I'arls unil I'etrograd, work 
was to come to a standstill In order to 
bring about peace. 

"The number of persons out on 
strike in Brunswick the first day was 
0,000, which was Increased the next 
two days by female workers from the 
Jam nml spinning factories. 

"(In tlie bfHtllll out of the strike 
the minister of the interior summoned 
tlie heads of the workman's commit- 
ters. They presented a series of de- 
mnnds. including fair distribution of 
food, the eight-hour day, grant of right

New fork.— The United Stntos Is 
facing a famine of public sclipol teich- 
crs. The schools In various parts of 
the country are nlready suffering 
from n shortage of teachers. Men and 
women In noticeable numbers, reports 
from different sections say, are re- 
signing their positions In the schools 
to tnke up other kinds of work. But 
the worst of the situation, ns It Is ex- 
plained by Dr. Wlllinm II. Allen, who 
hns been a lending student of school 
problems for runny years. Is the cer- 
tainty of n greatly Incrensed shortage 
In the future, ns evidenced by the fnll- 
Ing off In enrollments In teachers' 
training schools. 

"'There never was n time when good 
public school teachers were needed 
ns they nre now nnd ns they will he 
In the Immedlnte future." said Doctor 
Allen. "The whole problem of Amer- 
icanization nnd training for citizen- 
ship, ns It must he met In the ele- 
mentary public schools, Is 
tal. yet from nil over the 
hear of the failure of young men nnd 
women to register In the training 
schools. We are approaching a cri- 
sis." 

From Iown comes the report that 
100 schools have no teachers nt nil. 
In riilln lelphla ns many substitutes 
nre needed In n month this winter ns 
nre militarily employed in the full 
school year.

seed, but Individual ear tests are for 
the most part necessary. 

The rag doll method of testing In- 
dividual ears is one of the simplest and 
economical, and is efficient. The tes- 
ter consists of a strip of cloth, prefer- 
ably bleached muslin, sixteen inches 
wide and from three to five feet long. 
The cloth should be marked off Into 
squared sections and the squares all 
numbered. The ears to be tested 
should also be given corresponding 
imbers. Six or more kernels shou'.d 
be selected from different parts of each 
ear and placed in the proper section 
When the tester is tilled, fold over each 
side so that the edges meet in the cen- 
ter, roll up and soak the tester for a 
few hours in lukewarm water. Drain 
the excess water off and place the dolls 
in a warn place to germinate. They 
should be covered with a wet cloth to 
keep them moist, and in about live 
days should be sufficiently well germ 
inated to show their litness for seed.
